BIG MEN PRAISE EXECUTIVE | 


Tammany Leader Falls to Take Up 
Governor’s Challenge to Fight 
for State Control.

ALBANY, Jan &.—Up to a late hour 
this evening neither Charles F. Murphy, 
Tammany leader, nor any of the other 
Democratic bosses had appeared to take 
up the gauntlet thrown down by Gov. } 
Sulzer yesterday when he announced} 
himself as the Democratic leader of the | 
State, and invited any Democrat who! 


desired to challenge his claim to come out 
in the open. 


The Executive Chamber was flooded all 
day with messages from Democrats in 
this and other States, praising the stand 
of Gov. Sulzer and urging him to remain 
firm. Lieut. Gov. Martin E. Glynn, too, 
who had refused to bow to Tammany dic- 
tation in making assignments to the 
standing committees of the Senate, re- 
ceived many comforting assurances from 
influential members of the party up State 
that they approved the stand he had ta- 
ken and stood ready to give him their 
Suppert. There were other messaves less 
comforting and commendatory. Those 
came from below the Bronx, but neither 
Leader Murphy nor any of the other in- 
fluential men in Tammany Hall sent 
them. It came out that Lieut. Gov. Glynn, 
in refusing to appoint Senator Stephen J. 
Stilwell of New York Chairman of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, had acted} 
after mature deliberation and after tak- 


ing counsel with other Democratic lead- 
ers. 


It was not in asserting his independ- 
ence, but by directing the searching in- | 
vestigation of the State Departments | 
aimed at the useless patronage on which | 
the boss system is fed, that Gov. Sulzer 
offended the bosses most gravely. 


It rests with the Legislature to for- | 
word or mar the Governor’s plans for | 
thorough refcerm in the administrative de- } 
partments. The law-making body must 
enact the laws to make the contemplated 
reforms effective. 


Goy. Sulzer is determined that this 
must be done. He announced to-day that 
if any obstacle was placed in his way | 
he would adopt the policy of Gov. Hughes 
and appeal to the people, That was in re-| 


ply to a question as to whether he ex-! 
pected the Legislature to support him in| 
his programme of administrative reform. 


His Warning to Lawmakers. 


“Iam not going to interfere with the 
Legislature,” said the Governor. ‘“ There 
isn’t a man in this State who is better 
aware of the rights and prerogatives of 
the Legislature than J am. I am pro- 
ceeding on the assumption that every 
member of the Legislature is sincere and 
honest. But if the Legislature does not 
give me the ald I desire, I shall submit 
my case to the people and let them de- 
cide.” 


It is not believed in the Capitol that 
Tammany, though thwarted by Mr. Glynn 
and challenged by Mr. Sulzer, will adopt 
any of the tactics that were employed 
in the last administration when Gov. Dix 
on rare occasions made a weak show of 
{independence and the Tammany boss 
gave directions to bring him to terms, 
With a Mayoralty election near in New 
York, Tammany Hall is on its good be- 
havior. Another element enters into the 
situation. Mr. Murphy was able to use 
the Democratic Legislature two years ago 
as a club over a Governor who did not 
fight back. Although there was in the 
Legislature a Democratic insurgent ele- 
ment which clearly held the balance of 
power in both houses, and, after demon- 
strating its strength In the contest over 
the United States Senatorship, was ready 
to jump to the firing line the moment 
Gov. Dix sounded the rallying cry. 

Gov. Sulzer has already demonstrated 
the fact that he can fight. And he pos- 
sesses other elenents of strength which 
Gov, Dix lacked, He has in the Tam- 
many organization such a large number 
of friends that the Tammany boss would 
be compelled to think twice before he 
directed any hostile move against the 
Governor, The Legislature which will 
sit in Albany this year, too, is an un- 
known quantity. n the Senate are 
twenty-seven new metbers out of a total 
of fifty-one.

ALBANY, Jan. 3.—-For a few minutes 
this evening, the unpublished documents 
in the case of Folke E. Brandt, who its 
serving a_380-year sentence in Dannemora 
Prison for a robbery committed in the 
residence of Mortimer L. Schiff in No- 
vember, 1907, were unsealed. Then Goy. 
Sulzer, when Pardon Clerk Potter and 
Attorney Gen. Carmody had called his 
attention to the contents of the applica- 
tion for Executive clemency made by 
Brandt, revoked his permission for pub- 
lication of the documents until he should 
have time to examine them. 

Mr. Sulzer directed that the Brandt 
papers should be opened to the corre- 
spondents In the Capitol in response to a 
request made by one newspaper man fol- 
towing his announcement that while he 
was Governor the people would have op- 
portunity to know all that was going on 
in the State capital Gov, Dix ordered 
the papers sealed to protect innocent per- 
sons, but Gov. Sulzer was not aware of 
that. The newspaper men were examin- 
ing and copying the Brandt documents 
when the Governor suddenly sent word 
that his order had been revoked. The 
papers were restored to their big envelope, 
the copies were destroyed, and the papera 
were taken to the Governor 

Gov. Sulzer inviteG tne correspondents 
to the Executive chamber. They found 
him cenferring with the Attorney Gen- 
eral. A single glance at the application 
for clemency, and the Governor shook his 
head. Next moment he told the news- 
paper men that in his opinion such a 
document should not be given to the 
public. 

fhe Governor will not give censidera- 
to the Brandt case nor te any other case 
involving the pardoning power until after 
the Legislature adjourns. He has re- 
ceived no application tn the Brandt case. 

When the papers were placed-in the 
hands of the newspaper men it was found 
that the seal had been broken and the 
principal documents had been transferred 
to another envelope. The original en- 
velope had a notation showing that A:- 
torney General Carmody received the pa- 
pers under d.rection of Gov. Dix, 

Discussing his attitude in regard to ap- 
tlications for clemency generally, Gov. 
Sulzer ‘said to-day he would go _ very 
vlowly in all such cases, and would con- 
sider none until the District Attorney 
and the presiding Judge had sent in their 
opinions. 

After that has been done the Governor 
intends to communicate the findings to 
the newspaper correspondents that he 
may learn the trend of public sentiment 
in such cases before he acts finally. 

Mr. Sulzer believes the Governor should 
not be relieved of all ena His 
predecessor toward the close of his Ad- 
ministration said it was a_ burden of 
which the Governor should be relieved, 
and urged the creation of a pardon board. 
The Governor was told to-day that a bill 
had been introduced in the Legislature to 
take the pardoning power from the Gov- 


ernor, 

“IT shall veto that bill," said he, 
promptly. ‘I am not afraid of assuming 
full individual responsibility. If a man 
is afraid of shouldering responsibility he 
shouldn't take this job. I find that ifn 
States where they have pardoning boards 
less attention is given to the merits of 
cases than where the power rests with a 
single individual.”’ 

A woman appeared in the ante-room of 
the Executive Chamber to-day, weeping 
and urging that she had an application 
for clemency to make to the Governor.

Immediately after the agreement had _ 
been reached between Samuel Untermyer, 
Counsel for the Pujo Committee, and at- , 
torneys for Mr. Rockefeller, the Federal , 
deputies and private detectives who had 
been besieging the Rockfeller home at 
689 Fifth Avenue and Rockwood Hall at 
Tarrytown gave up their search for him. 

It was said on good authority yesterday 
that Mr. Rockefeller had not been tn his 
Fifth Avenue house nor at Tarrytown 
since the process servers closed around 
the two places a week ago, but had left 
the State several weeks ago, going South 
with his family to his Southern cottage 
jon Jekyl Island near Brunswick, Ga., 
where he now Is.

MRS. EDEY’S NAME 


Paid Him to Act as 
Her Protector. 


WARNED HER OF DANGER 


Told Her She Would Be Shot if She 
Returned Home—Blames Edey 
for His Difficulties. 


Gardner Murdock, Manager of the 
Terra Marine Inn at Huguenot, S. I, 
whose suit against Henry C,. Edey for 
the alienation of his wife’s affections is 
believed to have resulted in the double 
tragedy Thursday morning at Bellport, 
L. LL, said yesterday that he had been 
paid to take Mrs. Kdey with him from 
Bellport last August in order to facili- 
tate a settlement of the tangled marital 
relations of the Murdock and Kdey fam- 
ilies, 

Ne added that Henry C. Edey came 
to him and told him stories of marital 
infelicity, saying that he could no longer 
live happily with his wife and. that le 
intended to obtain a separation. He did 
not hint at a divorce, but said that he 
wanted Mrs. Edey to leave’ Bellport. 
Murdock said further: 

‘“He paid me $10,000 to act as her pro- 
tector and take her away. He had pre- 


my home and go back to her parents.” 

“On the morning of Aug. 10 last, when 
Mrs. Edey and I came to New York to- 
gether, he had his wife’s trunks packed 
and ordered her out of the house. When 
she insisted that she was a true and Jov- 
ing wife he caused her trunks to be 
thrown out on the lawn. Up to this time 
I had been made the unsuspecting scape-

hattan I delivered her into the hands of 
her sister and her aunt, Mrs. Abbie Bill 
of 220 West 123d Street.

The volume ot the an- | 
nual fire loss, for example, has been 
understated every vear for many, many 
years, and it would take a heroic Com- | 
missioner to tell the whole truth now, | 


even if he could ascertain it, and take 
the certain though undeserved blame for 
the apparent sharp increase under his 
own administration. And the depart- 
ment statistics for causes of fire are, to 
my certain knowledge, acquired during 
years of adjusting work in New York, 
even iInore unreliable. Certain it is that 
all the fraudulent losses do not increase 
the loss volume either of the country or 
of New York City by sé’much as even 
JO per cent., probably .not. more: than 6 
per cent. or 7 per cent.” 
As to the basic matter—whether or not 
the fire insurance companies should pe 
compelled to make an inspection of house- 
held furniture before issuing policies— 
Mr. Robb Says that the expense of such 
advance inspection would be prohibitive, 
and thatit would go but a very little way 
toward reducing the real fraud in fire 
loss claims. 
It is Mr. Robb’s point that overinsur- 
ance Is not the real key to the problem 
of arson or 


insurance fraud. He says 
that one of the chief offenders is the 
man who has full value in household 


furniture present when he is insured, and 
then deftly moves it away before the fire. 

“The public,” he says, dryly, “ can 
readily buy a dime’s worth of protection 
for a dollar if it chooses, and is allowed 
to spend the money that way. The pre- 
posterous overinsurance represented by 
the $127,500 of policies you recently paid 
two or three hundred dollars of the city’s 
money for and then hung up as an ex- 
hibit would not have been worth $50 
in the-hands of four actual policy holders 
of criminal instincts residing in the four 
locations where the several policies cover. 
Tho fraud involved in the mere attempt 
to procure such an amount of insurance 
on such property vitiates a New York 
standard policy, and no one would dream 
ot trying to coliect a loss under such 
circumstances.

Contracts with Four Manhattan and 
Three Brooklyn Houses—Dem- 
onstration in Laboratory.

Talking motion pictures are at last a/| 
reality. This newest form of amusement | 
is to be offered to New York City in the | 
course of four or five weéks. The in- | 
ventor, Thomas A. Edison, promised it | 
yesterday afternoon after a demonstra- | 
tion of his latest invention in the Direc- | 
tors’ room of the Edison laboratory in | 
West Orange, N. J. Arrangements had 
been made to install the talking motion | 
picture machine in four vaudeville the- 
atres in Manhattan and three in Brook- 
lyn. 

After many years of experimentation 
Mr. Edison has at last perfected a ma- 
chine synchronizing the motion picture 
and the phonograph, solving a problem 
that has engaged the attention and study 
of investigators in every country where } 
the motion picture is known. 

The demonstration at the laboratory 
was witnessed by several of his associates 
and employes and the veteran inventor 
was an interestea spectator himself. He 
occupied a seat on the front row, where 
he could best catch the strains from 
some of his favorite sélections. 

In all seven reels were exhibited. The 
first picture was that of a lecturer ad- 
vancing to the front of the stage, bow- 
ing to the audience and proceeding in 
good voice to describe the new invention, 
which he called the ‘‘ Kinetophone,”’ the 
words having been placed in his mouth, 
after the fashion of ventriloquists, by the 
Synchronized phonograph behind the cur- 
tain.

An appeal to New 
York that deserves 
consideration is made 
in another column by 
a member of the Civic 
Section of the Women’s Club of New 
Rechelle. There, as in the other West- 
chester towns along the Sound, the mos- 
quito problem has received much atten- 
tion of late, especially from the women 
who sre trying to improve living condi- 
iors, hygienic and aesthetic. They have 
studied the books, Istened to lectures, 
and called in experfs to look over the 
ground, tell them what should be done, 
and make estimates on the cost of doing 
They have even interested the city 
officials in the matter, and there is 
money in sight for the performance of 
the needed drainage work. 

The experts have informed them, how- 
ever, that it would be unwise, because 
almost useless, to begin operations while 
the marshes of Pelham Bay Park remain 
as they are. Mosquitos are not vigorous 
fliers, but when assisted by strong winds 
they can traverse long distances. Those 
that breed in salt marshes are particu- 
larly given to the making of extensive 
journeys. Now, the prevailing Summer 
wirds in this region are from the south, 
and the result is that it would be hardly 
worth whils for New Rochelle, Larch- 
mont, and Rye to drain their marshes 
wh'‘le those in the Bronx continue to 
raise the insects by the millions for dis- 
tribution to the north of their birthplace, 
Certainly New York has no moral right 
to maintain what is in effect a serious 
nuisance, simply because its own suffer- 
ings in health and comfort from this 
source are siisht. 
these suburban towns are prac- 
tically extensions of 'the metropolis, Their 
services to it are great, and they have a 
right to receive recognition and consider- 
ation as friendly and useful neighbors. 

Marsh drainage is not expensive work, 
and it brings other and important re- 
wards besides the extermination of mos- 
quitos. In th!s instance, not only would 
it create hundreds of acres of valuable 
land which the city itself would.own, but 
it would increase the value and therefore 
the taxes of all the real estate for miles 
around the park. The time will come, if 
it has not already arrived, when the 
maintenance of mosquito hatcheries wiil 
be regarced as nothing less than crim- 
inal. At any rate, it Is already the very 
Leight of stupidity, for money expended 
in their abolition brings in enormous 
profits.

DRAIN PELHAM BAY MARSHES. 


If New York Does That Westchester 
Will Be Grateful. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

New York City, except In the Bronx, does not 
suffer much from mosquitos, but the insects 
find ideal breeding ground in its 400 acres of 
salt marshes around Pelhdm Bay, and then fly 
in uncountable hordes to the shore towns of 
Westchester, further along the Sound. It has 
therefore occurred to the women interested in 
exterminating this pest in New Rochelle that a 
newspaper as public spirited and influential as 
THBP TIMES might be willing and able to in- 
terest New York’s Mayor, Board of Estimate, 
and citizens generally in the work of draining 
the Pelham marshes as soon as may be and 
thus greatly assist in ridding Pelham, New 
Rochelle, Larchmont, Mamaroneck, and Rye of 
this unmitigated nufsance of mosquitos. 

All of these towns, of course, have salt 
marshes of thelr own which must be looked 
after, but the salt marsh mosquito files far, 
and the towns mentioned lle within a radius 
which can be reached by the mosquitos hatched 
in New York City marshes. Nothing done in 
their districts will be effective without the 
co-operation of New York City and of each 
other. 

Norwalk, Darien, Fairfield, Greenwich, Stam- 
ford, and other Connecticut shore towns neigh- 
boring have already availed themselves of the 
very simple, effective, and comparatively in- 
expensive process by which the salt water 
mosquito or any other mosquito can be ex- 
terminated, or rather prevented from ever 
existing, and the Westchester towns already 
mentioned intend to follow this excellent ex- 
ample just as soon as they can be assured that 
thelr work in this direction will not be ren- 
dered entirely Ineffective by New York City’s 
hitherto selfish inactivity as to draining the 
Pelham Bay marshes. In fact, the requisite 
appropriations have already been made in these 
towns, and work will be commenced in their 
marsh lands immediately if the Board of Esti- 
mate of New York City responds favorably and 
grants the appropriation asked for the work in 
the Bronx,

Though the 
mutilating of the young for money is done 
with the consent of the affectionate mothers, 
the wrong and inhuman intrusion upon the 
child's health calls for serious consideration. 

The straightener of children’s teeth deals 
with human teeth as the cattle-fancler deals 
with the ears and tails of most of our do- 
mestic animals, to satisfy foolish vanity, for 
unsound, cruel, cosmetic reasons—and for the 
price!

On the contrary, it came with what 
was supposed to be “clean”? snow, which | 
was gathered from the streets within | 
twenty-four hours after it fell. During 
stormy or bad weather, when the ash | 
carts do not go around to collect garbase 
or ashes, the householder is forced to - 
accumulate such material. As soon as @ 
fall of snow comes the householder slips , 
out into the street, quickly throws the 
garbage and ashes into the snow, covers | 
them over with snow, and slips back 
into his house or store. In a few hours 
the snow shovelers come along and shovely 
the whole mess into the snow carts, 
with the result shown in the photographs. 
You can understand readily from this 
that permission to throw such snow into 
the sewers would be likely to result in 
great injury to the sewers and to housé- 
holders along the line.

Would that the orthodontists could destroy 
the ugly mouth-breathing which produces mal- 
position of teeth, Until then the regulation of 
crooked teeth will never cure obstructed nasal 
breathing and acquired habits of mouth-breath- 
ing, nor restore normal breathing.

When snow is dumped from carts it Is 
impossible to know what may be mixed 
with it; but we proposed to abolish the 
use of carts altogether and to shovel it 
directly into the sewers, under the eye 
of the foreman in charge, using powerful 
water jets placed near the top of the 
manholes to break it up and carry it off. 
Almost every biock contains one or more 
manholes placed in the centre of the 
street. If the snow, as soon as it falls, 
were pushed to the centre of the street 
by snow plows, most of it could be easily 
shoveled directly down the manholes and 
the rest could quickly be brought to 
them in wheelbarrows. In this way the 
snow could be got rid of altogether in 
less time than is required to stack it 
under present methods. 

The whole city is now provided with a 
network of sewers which could be used) 
as chutes or flumes for the carrying off) 
of the snow by simply placing a water 
jet of sufficient size below the cover of 
each manhole; but without such jets tha! 
plan is impracticable except in sewers 
where there is a great flow of water. 

The Department of Street Cleaning has) 
for some years used sewers of the kind 
last mentioned, that is to say: the cant 
sewers along the marginal streets, as 
dumping places for snow, and a certain 
economy has been effected by so doing; 
but it will be seen that this use does 
not at all correspond with the plan eto 
posed by us, which has for its basis the | 
use of water jets and the abolition of 
carts. This method has never been at- | 
tempted, so far as we know, except in| 
the experiments which we made last_ 
Winter. 

The chief cost and the greatest delay®™ 
in snow removal les in the slow and 
painful carting of it for long distances, 
often over almost impassable streets, to 
the dumps. All this would be saved un- | 
der our plan, and by it we believe the 
whole city could be cleared of snow after | 
a fall in less time and at less cost than 
is now required to clean a small part | 
of it.

This could be constructed 
larger and drawn by horses, and it could 
be employed in the same way as a mow- 
ing machine is driven through a hayfield, 
the swath beginning along the gutter- | 
line and working outward to the middle | 
of the roadway. The time to use it would 
be immediately after a snowfall, while 
the snow lies flat and clear, and then the 
clean snow, converted into water, would 
drain off naturally as rainwater does. | 

Objection may be offered that the water) 
would freeze, but I think that may be} 
regarded as negligible, as we seldom have! 
such low’ temperature accompanying | 
snowstorms as would cause such rapid) 
freezing. Why not devise one machine 
of that sort and experiment with it? 

Something of the kind was tried years 
ago and abandoned because it was a 
cumbrous affair designed to generate 
steam to be played upon the snow, but [ 
think the obvious defects of that would 
not appear in the simple blast flame ap- 
paratus.

LONDON, Jan. 3.—James Hamilton, 
second Duke of Abercorn, died here this 
afternoon from pneumonia. 

The Duke was the son of the first 
Duke of Abercorn and was born Aug. 24, 
1888. His mother’s maiden name was Lady 
Louisa Jane Russell, daughter of the 
Duke of Bedford. He was educated at 


Harrow and at Oxford University. Prior 
to his reaching the peerage he was a 
member of the House of Commons, and 
for twenty years represented Donegal, 
Ireland, as a conservative.

High Jinks in ‘+ taeons Street. 


There is a corner of Broad Street where 
it is intersected by the narrow canyon 
made by Exchange Place that rivals the 
point of the Flatiron Building as a play- 
ground for conflicting air currents.

appeal tu the Court of Appeals. Darling 
lodged against himself the complaint on 
which he was arrested and taken to a} 
Magistrate’s court, where he was held for 
trial in Special Sessions. He surrendered | 
to the Warden of the Tombs, and then 
sued out a writ of habeas corpus, which | 
was sustained in Special Term of the 
Supreme Court. The matter came before 
the Appellate Division on the District At- 
torney’s appeal. 

The theory of the majority of the court, 
for whom Justice Clarke wrote the pre- | 
Vailing opinion, concurred in by Justices | 
Laughlin and Miller, was that the Sulli- 
van Law was but an extension of the old 
weapons act. Justice Clarke 
wrote: 

For the safety of the public, for the pres- 
ervation of the public peace, the Legislature 
has passed a reguiative, not a prohibitory, 
act. Legislation which has for itg object 
the promotion of public welfare and satety 
fails witnin the scope of the police power and 
must be submitted to, even though it im- 
poses restraints and burdens on the indi- 
vidual. 

There has been for many years upon the 
statute books a law against the carrying of 
concealed weapons. No court in this country 
has ever declared such a law in violation of 
tne Constitution or the Bill of Rights. It did 
not seem effective {in preventing crimes of 
violence in this State. Of the same kind and 
character, but providing a step further with 
the regulatory legislation, the Legislature has 
now picked out one particular kind of arm, 
the usual and the favorite weapon of the 
turbulent criminal class and ‘nas said that tn 
our organized communities, our cities, towns, 
and villages, the citizem may not have that 
particular kind of weapen without a permit. 
If he has it in his possession he can readily 
stick it into his pocket when he goes abroad. 
In tae attempt to prevent this particular 
kind of a crime the Legislature says that 


possession of a concealable pistol shall bb a 
rnisdemeanor. 

Whether the legislation was wise is not for 
us to consider. The courts are bound to as- 
sume that the I”awmaking power acted with a 

desire to promote the public good. This is 
not a queslion of substituting the judgment 
of the court for that of the Legislature. If
